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Service Held For ‘Major’

A memorial service was 
held recently to honor the 
Quincy police dog who died 
suddenly while on duty. 

The memorial service for 
Major, the K-9 partner of of- 
ficer Ken Wood, took place 


Dec. 11 at the Angel View 


Pet Cemetery in Middle- 
borough. Major died Dec. 
7 after suffering a medical 
emergency at Veterans’ Me- 
morial Stadium. 

“It’s really sad. He was 
one of our best dogs and 
Ken Wood is one of our best 
__ handlers,” Police Chief Paul 

Keenan told The Sun. “He 
was a nice dog too.” 

Major, a 6-year-old Ger- 
man shepherd, was rushed 
to the VCA South Shore An- 
imal Hospital in Weymouth, 
with assistance from Brain- 
tree and Weymouth police, 
after suffering a medical 
emergency while at Veter- 
ans’ Memorial Stadium the 
afternoon of Dec. 7. He died 
en route to the hospital. 

Keenan said the depart- 
ment assumes Major died 
of natural causes because 
the medical emergency hap- 
pened during routine ser- 
vice. No necropsy was per- 
formed. 

Major was trained at 
the Boston Police Depart- 
ment’s Canine Academy, 
police said, and specialized 
in explosives odor detection 


and patrol. He had served 
with the department for five 
years. 

“One of Canine Major’s 
many notable accomplish- 
ments during his highly suc- 
cessful career was tracking 
and locating an emotionally 
disturbed person who fled 
from Quincy Hospital,” the 
department wrote on Face- 
book. “Major found the 
person hiding in the woods. 
The patient was transported 
back to Quincy Hospital for 
much needed medical care. 

“On another occasion, he 
located a suspect’s handgun 
that was used in a violent 
home invasion.” 

Major also responded to 
incidents involving suspi- 
cious packages, the depart- 
ment added. The German 
shepherd and Wood had as- 
sisted Boston police with se- 
curity at the last five Boston 
Marathons. 

“Only God will ever 
know the amount of acts 
of violence against our citi- 
zens that QPD EOD Canine 
Major and his fellow EOD 
Canines at the Quincy Po- 
lice Department and in the 
Metro Boston Region have 
deterred or have interrupted 
from happening,” the de- 
partment said on Facebook. 
“His service to our citizens 
was commendable in all as- 


pects and he will be dearly’ :

bered by the officers of the 
Quincy Police Department.” 

The department also said 
Major had become part of 
Wood’s family. 

“While off duty, Major 
was a constant companion 
and care dog for Officer Ken 
Wood’s son Jack who has 
autism, providing Jack with 
countless hours of support 
when Jack needed it most,” 
the department said. 

Keenan said the depart- 
ment would seek to replace 
Major through funding from 
a federal Urban Areas Se- 
curity Initiative grant. The 
new dog could undertake its 
training in January.

MERRY CHRISTMAS 
from QUINCY, MASS. 


Largest Christmas Tree in United States. 
85 feet high contributed by Retail Merchants. 


THIS 1934 POSTCARD is a view of the Christmas 
tree erected by the Retail Merchants Bureau of the 
Quincy Chamber of Commerce. It was in front of 
the Granite Trust Bank building now home to a 
branch of the Bank of America at 1400 Hancock St. 
Two weeks before this tree was lit a smaller tree was 
dedicated on the same spot, but it was toppled by a 
55-mile-per-hour gale. MIT engineers brought in to 
prevent a reoccurrence claimed this new 85-foot tree 
could withstand winds to 240 mph. The first 60 feet of 
the trunk, set firmly into the ground, was the boom 
from a derrick donated by the Swingle Quarry Co. 
It was capable of lifting 20 tons of granite. On top 
of the boom was attached a 25-foot real tree. Three 
hundred and twenty smaller trees salvaged from the 
collapsed tree were inserted into holes drilled into 
the boom to served as the lower branches. Six nearly 


one-inch thick cables secured the tree from all sides, 
and some 600 lights accompanied a large and small 
star that flashed alternately at the top. On the occasion 
of the tree lighting, a spectacular scintillator on top 
of the bank building threw a great fan of light in all 
colors more than a mile into the sky. Inside the bank 
the lobby and all the building’s windows were lighted 
each day with over 1,200 real vigil candles. Howard 
Johnson’s Restaurant was the store on the left at One 
Chestnut Street. On the right at 1402 Hancock St. was 
Homer’s, a jewelry store that in 1940 became Rogers 
Jewelry Company. Rogers Jewelry was located here 
for many years until recently relocating to Presidents 
Place at 1250 Hancock St. This postcard has become 
a tradition in The Quincy Sun and is appearing for 
the 25th year.

Mr. Kelliher built both the Quincy Health Center and the 
Trade School addition. His bid for the 750-pupil junior high 
school was $1,334,491, more than $20,000 under the second 
lowest bid furnished by Concrete Construction Company of 
Everett. 

The contract called for stating the work no later than Dec. 
30 this year and completion by March 30, 1957. 

Total cost of the school including subcontractors’ bids came 
to $1,758,000.

State Approves Restricting Access 
To Vaping, Tobacco Products 


The state’s Public Health 
Council has approved new 
regulations that restrict the 
sale of nicotine vaping and 
flavored vaping and tobacco 
products. 

This action follows the 
Legislature’s passing and 
Governor Charlie Baker’s 
signing into law An Act 
Modernizing Tobacco Con- 
trol, which provided the 
Massachusetts Department 
of _ Public Health with ad- 
ditional authority to regu- 
late access to. tobacco and 
electronic nicotine delivery 
systems, including vapes. 
As a result, the governor’s 
temporary statewide ban on 
the sale of vaping products 
in place since September is 
no longer in effect. 

Effective immediately, 
the new law places the fol- 
lowing restrictions: 

1) The sale of non-fla- 
vored nicotine vaping prod- 
ucts (with a nicotine content 
of less than 35 milligrams 
per milliliter) is restricted to 
stores licensed to sell tobac- 
co products, such as conve- 
nience stores, gas stations, 

2). The sale of non- 
flavored nicotine’ vaping 
products (with a nicotine 
content over 35 milligrams 
per milliliter) is restricted 
to licensed, adult-only retail 
tobacco stores and smoking 
bars. 

3) The sale and consump- 
tion of all flavored nicotine 
~ vaping products may only 
occur within licensed smo: 
ing bars. 


Beginning June 1, 2020, ' 


the ‘sale of flavored com- 
bustible cigarettes and other 


will be restricted to licensed 
smoking bars where they 
may be sold only for on-site 
consumption. Also taking 
effect on June Ist is the ad- 
dition of a 75 percent excise 
tax on the wholesale price 
of nicotine vaping products, 
in addition to the state’s 
6.25percent sales tax. 

The new _ regulations 
lay out a roadmap for the 
implementation of the new 


law, including enforcement ~ 


authority, penalties for non- 
compliance, legal signage, 
and advertising require- 
ments. 

The regulations which 
are now in effect: 

* Require posting of sig- 
nage in any location where 
vaping products are sold 
to warn customers of the 
dangers of severe lung dis- 
ease associated with vaping 
products and more generally 
advising them of the health 


for penalties for violations, 
ranging from $1,000 for the 
first violation to $5,000 for 
three or more violations, 


only be sold in 21+ estab- 
lishments. 

* Require vaping prod- 
ucts to be placed behind the 
counter in all non-age re- 
stricted retailers (e.g., con- 
venience stores). 

A public hearing on the 
regulations will be sched- 
uled within the next 90 days. 

Massachusetts clinicians 
are still required to report to 
DPH any individual experi- 
encing vaping-related health 
problems and to ask patients 
to retain any vaping devices 
and products for possible 
testing by the federal Food 
and Drug Administration. 

To date, DPH has report- 
ed 93 cases (31 confirmed 
and 62 probable cases) to 
the US Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, in- 
cluding three deaths from 
vaping-associated lung in- 
jury. 

The cause of e-cigarette 
or vaping-associated lung 
injury (EVALI) remains 
unknown and under investi- 
gation at both the state and 
federal level. The Depart- 
ment of Public Health rec- 
ommends that people not 
use €-cigareties or vaping 
products '

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Ask Rusty: Retir 
Public Servant 
Surprised By ‘WEP’

Dear Rusty: I turned 62 in October 2018. A few months 
prior to my birth month, I went on the Social Security web- 
site which said my estimated benefits would be between 
$900-$1,000 at full retirement age and between $600-$700 
at age 62. I receive a pension from a city government where 
I was a firefighter for almost 20 years where I did not pay 
Social Security tax on my income, but I have over 20 years 
invested in Social Security from other jobs. I expected the 
cut in benefits for retiring early (62), but I was totally caught 
off guard by my benefits being cut in half again because 
of the Windfall Elimination Provision (WEP). My city pen- 
sion is about $1,700 monthly, and it’s my understanding that 
WEP is not supposed to reduce my Social Security by more 
than half of my government pension. My current Social Se- 
curity benefit is $348 a month which is considerably less 
than half of my $1,700 pension. Am I missing something? 
Shouldn’t I be getting $600-$700 in Social Security’ ben- 
efits? Signed: Retired Firefighter 

Dear Retired Firefighter: WEP rules are complicated 
and you certainly aren’t alone in your dismay over how 
WEP affects Social Security benefits for public servants in 
certain states which didn’t participate in Social Security. 
I’ll try to shed some light on what happened to your benefit 
amount. 

The first thing you should know is that the estimates you 
received from Social Security before you claimed were just 
that — estimates. If you were working in SS-covered em- 
ployment prior to getting the estimate, the amounts given 
assumed you would continue to work at your recent SS-cov- 
ered earnings until your full retirement age. If you didn’t, 
your full retirement age (FRA) benefit amount would be 
less than the amount quoted. The estimate given at that time 
didn’t take WEP into account either. The WEP reduction 
takes place before the reduction for claiming early at age 
62. WEP affects your “primary insurance amount” (PIA), 
which is the amount you’re normally entitled to at your full 
retirement age from SS-covered work. 

When you applied for Social Security your PIA was re- 
computed using a special WEP formula. Your PIA is based 
on your “average indexed monthly earnings” or “AIME”, 
which is the monthly average of the highest earning 35 
years over your lifetime in which you contributed to Social 
Security. Your PIA is determined by- breaking your AIME 
into 3 parts (called “bend points”), multiplying those parts 
by a certain percentage for each part, and totaling up those 
three computations. When WEP applies, the first part of 
your AIME is multiplied by 40%, rather than the normal 
90%, of the first $895 of your AIME (this is the amount 
for your “eligibility year” 2018). So, the. first part of your 
WEP AIME would contribute $358 (instead of the normal 
$805) to your PIA and, thus, to your FRA benefit amount — a 
reduction of $447. (If you have more than 20 years of sub- 
stantial earnings in SS-covered employment, the impact of 
WEP is lessened by about 5% for each year over 20).There 
is a maximum WEP reduction ($447 for 2018) and there is 
also a rule which says your WEP reduction cannot be more 
than half of your non-covered pension amount. But since 
half of your city, pension is more than $447, that rule does 
not change the WEP reduction. 

So, using your general numbers, if your FRA benefit (be- 
fore WEP) was “‘$900-$1,000”, let’s say that your normal 
PIA was about $950. After the WEP reduction your WEP 
PIA would be about $503, which is what you would get if 
you waited until your full retirement age to claim Social 
Security. By claiming at age 62, your benefit was reduced 
by about 27%, which would make your benefit about $367/ 
month. This isn’t far from what you are now getting, con- 
sidering that we’re using only estimated numbers in these 
calculations. Remember, the SS rule doesn’t say that your 
WEP reduced benefit amount can’t be less than half of your 
non-covered pension amount. Instead it says that the WEP 
reduction to your PIA can’t be more than that.

City councillors on Mon- 
day approved a $32 million 
bond that will allow the 
administration to press for- 
ward with plans to construct 
a new public safety head- 
quarters on Sea Street, a 
project that has an estimated 
total price tag of up to $110 
million. 

The council approved 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s re- 
quest to borrow the’ $32 
million in an 8-1 vote, with 
Councillor Anne Mahoney 
voting against the request. 
She said there were too 
many unanswered questions 
about the project to move 
forward. 

The city plans to build the 
new public safety building 
in the vicinity of the current 
police station at 1 Sea St. 
The new 122,000-square- 
foot building would replace 
the police station and also 
house the Quincy Fire De- 
partment’s administrative 
offices and the Emergency 
Management Department. 

Joseph Shea, an engi- 
neer with the firm Wood- 
ard & Curran, said the total 
cost to build the new public 
safety building is expected 
to be in the range of $100 


to $110 million, including 
the money set aside Monday 
night. A 2017 bond included 
$500,000 to start a feasibil- 
ity study for the project. 

‘ The money approved 
Monday includes $19.5 mil- 
lion to purchase five parcels 
of land. Those parcels in- 
clude 450 Southern Artery, 
now home to a Stop & Shop 
gas station; 21 Broad St., 
formerly the Bryan VFW 
Post and now a récycling 
center; 12 Field St., where a 
single-family home is locat- 
ed; and 39 Broad St., which 
is home to a single-story 
commercial building. 

Under Koch’s proposal, 
the underground fuel tanks 
at the Stop & Shop gas sta- 
tion would be used to fuel 
city vehicles; replacing the 
current fuel depot at the De- 
partment of Public Works. 
The 192-space parking 
garage for the new public 
safety complex would be 
located in the area of the 
former VFW Post. The ac- 
quisition of the Field Street 
parcel would allow the city 
to construct a new road link- 
ing Field Street to Broad 
Street. 

As part of the project, the 
city would also demolish 


Fr. Bill’s Place at 38 Broad 
St. and the Quincy Animal 
Shelter at 56 Broad St., both 
of which are on land owned 
by the city already. Fr. Bill’s 
Place would be relocated to 
39 Broad St. and the city 
is designing a new animal 
shelter on Quarry Street, 
next to a planned dog park. 
While the city would pur- 
chase the land for Fr. Bill’s 
Place, the organization 
would be responsible for se- 
curing the funds to construct 
a new building there. 

The city also intends to 
acquire the vacant parcel at 
47 Quincy Ave. That parcel 


could be used as a replace- 


ment for the fire station 
across the street 40 Quincy 
Ave. Shea said the new fire- 
house on Quincy Avenue 
could cost between $4 and 
$6 million. 

‘Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said commu- 
nity input would be solicited 
before plans for the new 
firehouse on Quincy Avenue 
advance. In addition, he said 
the future of the site at 40 
Quincy Ave. has yet to be 
determined. 

The city had considered 
moving the Fire Department 
apparatus now located at the 
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Council Votes 8-1 For $32M Public Safety HQ Bond 


Quincy Avenue firehouse 
to the new building on Sea 
Street but decided against 


‘doing so early on in the 


process because it would in- 
crease response times in the 
Penn’s. Hill section of the 
city, Shea said. 

The money approved 
Monday also includes $6 
million in architectural fees, 
$2.4 million for environ- 
mental efforts and contin- 
gency, $1.6 million for the 
owner’s project manager 
and peer review, $1.5 mil- 
lion for agency coordina- 
tion, permitting and in- 
frastructure work, and $1 
million for demolition and 
site clearing. 

The city could begin de- 
molition on site as soon as 
the spring of 2020 with the 
design finalized in the sum- 
mer. The administration 
would then be back before 
the council next fall to seek 
funds to construct the new 
building, parking areas and 
greenspace on the corner 
of Southern Artery and Sea 
Street, which Koch referred 
to in November as “Quincy 
First Responders Park.” 

Construction of the new 
building could then begin 
in the spring of 2021. The 


three departments would 
move into the new building 
in the fall of 2022, at which 
point the old: police station 
would be demolished. Site 
work would be completed 
the following spring. 
Mahoney, the councillor 
who cast the lone dissent- 
ing vote Monday, said city 
officials needed to further 
research the title history 
of the former VFW Post at 
21 Broad St. She said the 
city had included a reverter 
clause when it deeded the 
land to the post that would 
have enabled the city to take 


back the land once the post — 


closed. 

“The title could be very 
well clear, but the title 
should be something we 
take a look at prior to the 
city of Quincy taxpayers be- 
ing asked to purchase some- 
thing,” Mahoney said. 

City Solicitor Jim Tim- 
mins said the administration 
would not have put forward 


the request to purchase the 
land without looking into 
the title history. 

“I know we addressed 
that,” he said. “We don’t 
go forward with any sort of 
taking process, the orders 
wouldn’t have been drafted, 
until the title was sorted and 
completed.” | 

Mahoney later said she 
was also concerned that the 
design of the new animal 
shelter, including a price tag 
for the project, has yet to be 
completed and there is no 
funding in place for the new 
Fr. Bill’s Place. 

John Yazwinski, — the 
president of Father Bill’s 
and MainSpring, said the 
organization would be seek- 
ing state and federal funding 
to construct the new build- 
ing at 39 Broad St. Plans for

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3 Residential 
Projects OK’d 
By Board

At its most recent meet- 
ing, the Planning Board 
approved three separate 
residntial projects that each 
feature four units. 

The board on Dec. 11 
approved Michael Grehan’s 
request to build four town- 
houses at 12 Miller St.; 
Paul Feldman’s proposal to 
create a new subdivision at 
22 High St. that will allow 
for the construction of four 
single-family homes on site; 
and Donald Gillespie’s plan 
to build four townhouses at 
7 Faxon Park Rd. 

The site at 12 Miller St. 
in West Quincy includes 
12,122 square feet of land 
in a Business B zoning dis- 
trict. A single-family home 
is now located on site. 

Thomas Cavanagh, Gre- 
han’s attorney, said his cli- 
ent had altered the proposal 
after it went before the board 
for the first time in October 
by reducing the number of 
units on site from five to 
four. Doing so increased the 
setback from the new build- 
ing to the rear property line, 
he said. 

Each of the new town- 
houses will have a two-car 
garage on its first floor. 

Scott Kelley, whose 
home on Lyons Street abuts 
12 Miller St., said the proj- 
ect was still too large even 
after the change from five to 
four townhomes. 

“Even with the remov- 
al of the fifth townhouse 
unit... it is still too much for 
the lot of land he intends to 
build on. I believe a two- or 
three-unit development is 
the most that should be de- 
veloped on that lot of land. 
Anything more than that 
would be offensive to the 
surrounding _ neighbors,” 
said Kelley, who added: he 
was prepared to challenge 
the board’s approval of a 
four-unit proposal in court. 

Before the vote, Gregory 
Galvin, the board’s vice 
chairman, said Grehan was 
not seeking relief from the 
density requirements in the 
city’s zoning code. 

The property at 22 High 
St., which is located in the 
Penn’s Hill neighborhood, 
includes 57,325 square feet 
of land in a Residence A 
zoning district. A single-

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family home is there pres- 
ently. 

The new subdivision, Pa- 
triot Lane, will include four 
parcels on which single- 
family homes could be built 
by-right. The new lots will 
range in size from 8,200 
to 13,000 square feet, ac- 
cording to Christopher Har- 
rington, Feldman’s attorney. 

“All of the lots are signif- 
icantly larger than the mini- 
mum lot area, 7,650, they all 
have 50 feet of frontage and 
they all have a building en- 
velope where the developer 
can build a single-family 
home within the allowable 
setbacks,” Harrington said. 

The developer plans to 
preserve trees and the stone 
walls around the perimeter 
of the site, Harrington add- 
ed. 

Feldman had initially 
proposed a subdivision with 
five new lots. The fifth lot 
was removed so that the 
cul-de-sac on the site could 
be reconfigured to meet the 
city’s requirements: 

Jorgette Theophilis, a 
Norman Road resident, 
‘spoke against the proposal 
during the board’s meeting. 

“It is going to completely 
change the character of our 
neighborhood,” she said. 
“It is going to negatively 
impact the quality of life 
of residents. Density is go- 
ing to.increase, whether we 
are talking about popula- 
tion density, the number of 
cars, traffic, number of peo- 
ple smooshed into a small 
space. We’re going to lose 
greenspace as well.” 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall said he understood 
the zoning code allowed the 
subdivision but was con- 
cerned the project would 
worsen flooding problems 
in the neighborhood. 

“Is there an opportunity 
to condition the permit to 
make sure once and if there 
is construction the neigh- 
borhood is protected?” 
Croall said. “There is a no- 
ticeable — and don’t ask me, 
ask the people that live there 
— problem, particularly with 
backyards, as it pertains to 
water.” 

Rob Stevens, the city’s 
deputy planning director, 
said the Department of Pub-

20-Unit Building Proposed At 
Washington, Edison Streets

Area residents said they 
were opposed to a proposal 
to build a 20-unit residen- 
tial building at the corner 
of Washington and Edison 
streets in Quincy Point. 

The project went before 
the Planning Board on Dec. 
11. No vote was taken that 
night, and the applicant is 
slated to appear before the 
board again on Feb. 12. 

Euro Investment Group 
of Boston, led by the Wojcik 
brothers, has proposed con- 
structing the building at 
386-388 Washington St. The 
site is now home to a single- 
story commercial building 
and a multi-family home. 
The developers plan to con-

for the new building at 17 
Edison St., which is next 
door to 386-388 Washington 
St. The two-family home 
at 17 Edison St. would be 
renovated and kept as a two- 
family home. 

The two parcels include 
23,573 square feet of land. 
The Washington Street par- 
cel is zoned Business B 
and the Edison Street one is 
zoned Residence B. ; 

The Wojciks’ proposal’ 
would include a 19-space 
parking garage located at 
the lower level of the new 
residential building. The 


‘20 residential units would 


be split between four floors 
on top of the garage; 19 of 
the units would have two 
bedrooms and the remain- 
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downsizing/decluttering,

ing unit would have a single 
bedroom. The surface lot at 
17 Edison St. would include 
24 spaces, for a total of 43. 
The spaces would serve both 
the new building and the ex- 
isting two-family home. 

Vehicles accessing the 
site would enter it through a 
driveway on Edison Street. 
Edison Street is a one-way 
road, with traffic flowing 
from Washington Street to 
Southern Artery. The main 
pedestrian entrance would 
be on Washington Street 
with a side door on Edison 
Street. 

Edward Fleming, the at- 
torney for the developers, 
told the board his clients 
made changes to the plan 
following a neighborhood 
meeting held earlier this 
year. The initial plan, Flem- 
ing said, included a 20-unit 
building with two levels of 
parking underneath, with a 
total of 31 spaces. Neigh- 
bors at that time felt the 
building was too tall with 
too few parking spaces, he 
said. 

“After we left the meet- 
ing, the Wojciks went back 
to the drawing board,” 
Fleming stated. 

To allay residents’ con- 
cerns, the developers agreed 
to build a surface lot at 17 
Edison St., which allowed 
them to increase the total 
number of spaces while re- 
ducing the height of the pro- 
posed new building, Flem- 
ing said.

“They saw that site at 17 
Edison...as having ample 
land available that might 
allow them to expand the 
parking spaces to provide 
additional parking for the 
proposal, but also to make 
those surface spaces more 
visible and more accessible 
to visitors,” he said. “And, 
it would overall improve the 
proposal because it would 
allow their architect to lower 
the height of the building.” 

Gregory Galvin, the 


‘board’s vice chairman, said 


43 parking spaces might be 
too many given the num- 
ber of units on site. He also 
noted MBTA bus lines run 
along Washington Street to 
and from the Quincy Center 
station. 

“I would almost like to 
see more greenspace back 


there than some of those 
parking spaces,” Galvin 
said. 


Fleming said his clients 
would be amenable to re- 
ducing the number of park- 
ing spaces and ‘replacing 
them with greenspace if the 
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board preferred that. 

Five area residents spoke 
against the proposal during 
the Planning Board meeting. 

“This is an old, antique, 
vintage neighborhood,” said 
Anne Brusch, who lives 
next door to 17 Edison St. 
“My house is 130 years old 
and I don’t know if I am go- 
ing to be able to withstand 
this type of massive build- 


” 


ing. 

Allen Rand, an Edison 
Park resident, said the pro- 
posal would increase traffic 
on Edison Street. 

“My main objection... 
is the size of the building. 
It doesn’t belong in the 
neighborhood with primar- 
ily single-family homes,” 
Rand said. “The entrance to 
the garage and the parking 
spaces...is on Edison Street,” 
which is going to increase 
the traffic tremendously 
over there.” 


Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy said the neigh- 
borhood would support a 
smaller development on the 
Site.

“I know that the neigh- 
borhood wants it smaller. | 
know that the neighborhood 
isn’t 100 percent against de- 
velopment on that corner,” 
said McCarthy, who rep- 
resents the neighborhood. 


“When you think of that 


corner, you wonder’ what 
is going to go there...a big 
single-family home is not 
going to end up there.” 

In addition, McCarthy 
said he has. reached out to 
the city’s traffic department 
to address traffic concerns 
on Edison Street, which 
he said has become a cut- 
through road for drivers 
looking to beat congestion 
on Washington Street.

Croall said. .

The site at 7 Faxon Park 
Rd. in Quincy Point con- 
tains 13,658 square feet of 
land in a Residence C zon- 
ing district.

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[have a 2018 Silverado 1500 with 27,000 miles and re- 
cently the truck has started to flutter/buck slightly when 
accelerating. I really notice it more on the highway at 50- 
70 miles per hour, probably because roads are smoother. 
If I lift off the accelerator, then press it normally it flut- 
ters for a bit then stops when cruising. I brought it to the 
dealership, and they said it was bad transmission fluid 
and performed a “triple flush” but driving home from 
the dealership it still happens as before. Also, I should 
add the only thing different is that a month before the 
issue I changed the wheels and tires out from the stock 
18-\utch wheels to 20-inch Silverado wheels. I did this for 
the better look but felt the overall wheel/tire diameter 
would be the same. The old wheels/tires were 265/65/18 
and the new wheels/tires are 275/55/20. Could this be the 
problem? 

The wheel tire switch should not make a difference, 
the tire sizes are really close, I don’t see that as a problem. 
There is less than % on an inch difference in overall height 
and revolutions per mile is within 10. At this point, I’m 
wondering if you are feeling the cylinder shut off system 
coming on and off. At this point I recently drove a 2020 GM 
vehicle that would switch between four-cylinder and six- 
cylinder operation and noticed a slight vibration at similar 
speeds as your truck, when dropping to four-cylinder mode. 
The vehicle that I drove I would consider it a characteristic 
rather than a problem. At this point, Pwould go back to the 
GM dealer and see if there is a software update to try to 
eliminate the condition. 

I have a 1997 Ford Explorer, when I try to start it 
sometimes it will start and other times it won’t catch. 
If I pump the gas pedal as I turn the key 90 percent of 
the time it will start. When it won’t start, time is the 
only thing that gets it to fire up. I had it in a shop, and 
they changed fuel pump and many other things but no 
change, so they put back all the old parts. They think it 
needs to go to a dealer because only a dealer would have 
the tool needed to fix problem. 

A couple of things come to mind, the crankshaft sensor, 
idle air valve and a poor ground to the ignition system. I’m 
guessing when the truck doesn’t start there isn’t any dash 
warning (check engine light of key issue). Like any gasoline 
engine, ‘you need fuel, ignition and compression. A simple 


. test, when it doesn’t start is there spark, or will if fire up 


with starting spray? A simple spark tester will identify igni- 
tion problems. If the engine starts with starting spray, you 
know it is a fuel problem. Regarding taking the truck to a 
Ford dealer, I’m not sure that a Ford tech would be any more 
familiar with a 23-year-old Ford than any general service 
garage. ) 

I have a 2000 Saab 9-5 wagon with 211,000 miles on 
the body. A used engine was installed 15,000 miles ago. I 
am experiencing a rumbling/bucking/near-stalling when 
I come to a stop after driving a few blocks. To prevent 
stalling at a stop, I quickly shift to neutral, and shift 
back to drive. It then begins to display the same prob- 
lems but as I accelerate it smooths out. After a few miles 
it is okay for the rest of the drive. Except for this stalling 
and a little rust, as a third car it serves all my needs. My 
mechanic diagnosed this-as a transmission problem. If I 
want to fix the car, he suggests a used low mileage trans- 
mission at a cost of $1,200 for parts and labor. I good 
used car would cost more than the repair. 

I agree from your description - the issue presents as a 
transmission problem, I’m guessing that your shop looked 
for other issues and computer codes. Finding a good used 
transmission is always a challenge and finding one for an al- 
most 20-year old Saab is a gamble. As a general rule the part 
from a salvage yard may be warrantied but the labor is not, 
so if the replacement transmission fails you may be respon- 
sible for the labor to repeat the job. I would go to a transmis- 
sion specialist to verify the transmission is the problem. It is 
always cheaper to fix an old car than buy a new one, but at 
23 years old it may be time to move on. 

My wife has a 2014 Honda CRV that she bought new 
that has recently developed an occasional no crank no 
start problem. Being five years old I suspected that the 
battery needed to be changed, but the battery checked 
out good,.as did the starter and alternator. This hap- 
pened once three months ago and again three weeks ago. 
It has started flawlessly in the last three weeks, even in 
very cold weather. A quick internet search revealed that 
this is a not an uncommon problem with these vehicles 
but there does not seem to be a consensus as to the cause. 
I’m interested in your thoughts. - 

We have seen many cases where the battery in this model 
has failed and as you pointed out the battery is five years old 
which is about how long (on average) batteries last. Honda 
did also update the battery management software on some 
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Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


vehicles to prevent a no-start condition. In earlier models 
the starter motor itself failed prematurely. At this point time 
may be the best diagnostic tool and waiting for the problem 
to be more consistent may be the only answer. Although if 
this. were my vehicle and I planned to keep it, I would re- 
place the battery. 

I bought a 2020 Lexus NX300 and every time I plug 
my iPhone X into the USB port and Apple Car Play en- 
gages it shuts off the radio. It also seems to do some bug- 
gy things to my phone. I’ve tried to take pictures of the 
Lexus system screen as evidence and the iPhone camera 
software won’t work. The dealer didn’t find anything 
wrong. Any idea what is going on? 

In the 2019 model there were issues with compatibility 
with some phones and the Pioneer radio system. The “fix” 
was to update the software on the radio. It has been my eéx- 
perience that in the new vehicles that I drive, only about 
50 percent of the time my iPhone 6S (older model phone) 
works perfectly. Other times the phone could lock-up, navi- 
gation works, but no audio, Siri works intermittently, and 
my contact list is not available. I think it is a case of the 
technologies and operating systems change so fast they 
can’t always merge perfectly with each other. 

After reading one of your columns I recently pur- 
chased a Kia Soul. I really like the car and made a good 
choice with your help. The issue I have is since I pur- 
chased this car, all I see is Kia Souls on the road. Did 
they just get that popular? 

The Kia Soul is a very popular rental car and commer- 
cial delivery vehicle for everything from auto parts stores to 
flower shops and many may have entered into the used car 
market as a reasonably good value. Now this is outside of 
my area of expertise but, why you are seeing so many Kia 
Souls may be phycological and referred Baader-Meinhof 
phenomenon. This is also known as frequency illusion. This 
happens when you have been told about something and then 
it seems to crop up all the time. 

I have a new Hyundai Sonata with just over 7,000 
miles on it. I’ve done the routine oil changes every 3,750 
miles at the Hyundai dealer which uses conventional oil. 
I’ve asked about using synthetic oil, so I could stretch 
out the time between oil changes. I would like to go 
10,0000 miles between oil changes. It is just a regular 
engine so I would think synthetic would be just fine and 
last longer. What is your thought? 

I believe there are enough advantages to synthetic oil 
to consider switching from conventional oil on just about 
every vehicle. Synthetic oil offers better lubrication in ex- 
treme temperatures, offers greater protection against wear 
and keeps the engine cleaner than conventional oil. The is- 
sue with your Hyundai is that there isn’t any circumstance 
that the oil should be in the engine more than 7,500 miles. 
If this were my vehicle, I would not stretch the oil changes 
more than what the manufacturer recommends. Failing to 
do this could void the warranty. 

I read your answer to the person who wanted to buy 
a car at an auction. The answer you should have said: 
“DON’T!” I went to a few open auctions in the ’70’s- 
’80’s with my best friend the “motorhead.” His opinion; 
the only vehicles there were ones that had failed to sell 
to experienced used car dealers and were only suitable 
for demolition derbies or parts cars, and sometimes not 
even that. And bringing a mechanic is essentially use- 
less these days, since one can’t inspect much of anything 
without serious equipment. 

I agree that the auctions are fast paced and very hard for 


a novice, Even experienced buyers will sometimes buy a 


“clunker”. This is why. for most used car buyers, it is bet- 
ter to buy from a dealer or private party and have the car 
inspected by a reputable repair shop. 

I have a 2015 Honda CR-V that I like, but don’t love. 
It rides hard and has quite a bit of road noise. I’m think- 
ing about switching to a Jeep Compass or something 
comparable. What are your thoughts? 
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The Honda CR-V can get a bit buzzy at highways speeds, 
but most smaller SUVs will ride on the firm side. You might 
also want to give the latest CR-V a try, overall ride qual- 
ity has improved. I would also look at the Toyota RAV-4, . m7 
Hyundai Tucson, Volkswagen Tiguan and Subaru Crosstrek 
as alternative to your current vehicle. The Jeep Compass is a 
decent vehicle but, I believe there are better choices. 

I am a crossing guard in a suburban town, so I spend 
a lot of time at intersections helping kids safely across 
the street. Since I have started the job, I have noticed 
some of the newer cars restart when they move forward 
after stopping. Is this normal or am I imagining things? 

Many newer vehicles are designed to shut off at a stop to 
reduce vehicle emissions and save a bit of fuel. This auto- 
stop feature is sometimes referred to as a “mild-hybrid” sys- 
tem and over the lifetime of the can save a bit fuel. 

Would. you please give me your opinion: I want a 
small SUV that will handle the road year-round but I’m 
most concerned with snow and Ice. I’m looking at the 
Hyundai Kona; I live in the city and need a reliable ve- 
hicle in the winter. Are there others I should look at? 

The Hyundai Kona is a good choice as are all of Hyundai 
models. Some other vehicles to look at are the Subaru Im- 
preza, Mazda CX-3 and Honda HR-V. That being said, any 
vehicle’s winter performance will be greatly improved with 
four winter tires. 

I bought a brand new 2019 Jeep Wrangler Unlimit- 
ed, and unfortunately, at 2,700 miles, the vehicle engine 
seized. After being towed back to the dealership, they © 
informed me that Jeep/Chrysler had agreed to replace 
the entire long block and they had not seen this issue 
before. In your opinion, is this usually a smooth process 
that results in a new-car feel? 

You will be getting a completely new engine, so the 
only variable is the installation. If the technician is experi- 
enced and thorough there is no reason to think the vehicle 
shouldn’t be better than it was when it was built. 

I am thinking of installing a cold air intake on my 
2016 Mercedes E350. Is this a wise decision? 

Cold air intake systems are designed to deliver cooler 
outside air to the engine at a higher rate than the stock air 
intake system. The colder air is denser and contains more 
oxygen. The result should be more power due to improved 
combustion. It is my experience that in day-to-day driving 
about all a cold air intake system does is makes more noise. 
In a performance car, the benefit comes from wide open 
throttle and most commuting driving rarely involves that 
type of foot to the floor driving. . 

I purchased a 2009 Chevrolet Colorado about two 
years ago. It has about 112,000 miles on it and is reli- 
able most days. However, four or five times since I hdve 
owned this truck the engine doesn’t start. When I try 
to start it, I get complete silence. This typically happens 
when I have been running around doing errands, mak- 
ing multiple stops during maybe an hour of driving. I 
have tried a jumpstart and still nothing happens. If I 
wait 30 minutes, it starts right up and runs as good as

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ever. My local repair shop which is really good hasn’t 
offered much help, with only “tow it in when it won’t 
start.” Of course, when I wait it restarts. Any ideas? 

I suspect the problem is with an intermittent failure of 

the anti-theft system. Your truck like many General Motors 
vehicles has a PASSKEY antitheft system that reads the key 
each time it is inserted into the ignition. If the ignition is 
worn (common with this vehicle) the truck will have the 
same symptom as yours. Although before changing the igni- 
tion switch, I would check all of the electrical connections. 
Trying to jumpstart the truck rules out a faulty battery but 
not poor electrical connections. 
. Tm from Arizona and I’m concerned about the ex- 
treme frigid temperatures in the Northeast. What pre- 
ventative steps can I take to make sure that my car runs 
the best it can? My 2016 Honda Accord has never seen 
temperatures under 50 degrees. I heard about wind chill 
temperatures of minus 30 degrees here last year. 

It all starts with preventative maintenance. I would start 
with a test of the battery; the average life of a battery in the 
Northeast is just under five-years old.‘As a general rule, if 
the battery is three years old have it tested. The engine oil 
should be the proper grade, clean and full. Switching to syn- 
thetic oil, if you are using conventional oil, will provide eas- 
ier starting and better cold weather lubrication. The engine 
coolant should be clean and protect the car to well below 
freezing. A 50/50 mix of coolant and water will protect the 
engine to 34 degrees below zero. Winter tires will also give 
your car better traction in cold wintery weather. Regarding 
windchill temperatures, that only affects people not cars. 

I have a Honda Pilot that spent two weeks at the air- 
port parking garage. When I came back from my trip 
the car wouldn’t start so I called AAA. When they came 
out, they cleaned the battery connections and tested the 


battery. The guy determined the battery was just low on 
charge and everything was okay. He recommended that 
I have the battery fully recharged with a battery charger 
and rechecked just to make sure it was okay. The bat- 
tery is fine, but windows are not working properly. Any 
suggestions as to why and how can I correct this issue? 
Did something happen when the AAA guy jumpstarted 
the car? 

The problem is the battery became completely and the 
windows need to be reprogrammed. Follow this procedure; 
turn the ignition switch off, then back on. Move the driver’s 
window all the way down by ‘holding the driver’s switch 
firmly down to the second detent, when the window reaches 
the bottom, hold the driver’s window switch in the auto- 
down position for 2 seconds. Then move the driver’s win- 
dow all the way up without stopping by holding the driver’s 
switch firmly up to the second detent. When the window 
reaches the top, hold the driver’s window switch in the auto- 
up position for 2 seconds, this should reprogram the system.

Quincy Center 
Garage Open 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The new 712-car garage 
on the former Hancock Lot 
in Quincy Center opened 
Monday afternoon. 

The garage is free to use 
for hourly customers until 
Jan. 6. During that period, 
overnight and all-day park- 
ing will be allowed only for 
those with permits. 

After the free period, it 
will cost $1 per hour to park 
in the garage for the first six 
hours. Those parking in the 
garage for six to eight hours 
will be charged $12, and 
it will cost $25 to park for 
more than eight hours. 

The increase in rates af- 
ter the six-hour mark-“is to 
discourage all-day commut- 
er parking,” Chris Walker, 
the chief of staff to Mayor 
Thomas Koch, said Sunday. 

The city spent $46.6 mil- 
lion to construct the new ga- 
rage and the plaza between 
the new parking structure 
and the surrounding build- 
ings. Funding for the work 
was included in an $80 mil- 
lion district improvement 
financing bond the City 
Council approved in June 
2017. The DIF bond will 
be paid back by using new 
tax revenue created in the 
downtown. 

The new garage will 
have room for 712 vehicles. 
It will have 130 parking 
spaces in its basement, 78 
spaces on the ground level, 
125 spaces on the second 
floor, 131 spaces each on 
the third and fourth floors, 
and 117 spaces on the roof. 
Sixteen of the spaces will 
be handicap accessible, and 
some of the spaces will have 
charging stations for electric 
vehicles. 

Between one-fourth and 
one-third of the total spaces 
will be leased to developers 
Peter O’Connell and LBC 
Partners for tenants who 
move into new residential 
buildings on either side of 
the garage. O’Connell is 


constructing the 15-story, 
140-unit Chestnut Place 
building, which is set to 
open in July 2020, while 
LBC’s 171-unit Nova Resi- 
dences opened earlier this 
fall. 

Drivers will enter the 
new garage via Cottage Av- 
enue initially. The roadway 
was widened and repaved 
to accommodate vehicles 
headed to and from the ga- 
rage. 

The city received a $2 
million grant from the state 
earlier this month to extend 
the road now known as Cli- 
veden Street across Han- 
cock Street and into the new 
garage, providing a second 
point of access -for drivers; 
Koch plans to rename Cli- 
veden Street General Dun- 
ford Way in honor of Joseph 
Dunford Jr., the recently re- 
tired chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and a Quincy 
native. 

Construction of the new 
road leading to the garage is 
expected to begin next sum- 
mer, Koch said previously. 
The city will first have to 
acquire and demolish three 
buildings — 1534, 1546 and 
1550 Hancock St. — before 
it can build the roadway. 
Funding to buy and raze 
those buildings was includ- 
ed in the $80 million DIF 
bond. 

The new garage is located 
on the former Hancock Lot, 
which once contained some 
500 parking spaces. The lot 
closed in phases last year 
as work on the new garage 
and the two new mixed-use 
buildings commenced. 

The city also plans to 
construct a new parking ga- 
rage in the vicinity of the 
Parkingway on the opposite 
side of Hancock Street. City 
Officials have said that ga- 
rage would be built to hold 
as many vehicles as the one 
on the Hancock Lot, if not 
more. :

on the first floor and 30 units 
of permanent supportive 
housing on the two floors 
above. 

“We. looked at this as an 


“opportunity to look at a new 


model to address homeless- 
ness in the city of Quincy,” 
he said. “We’ve looked at a 
model that would not just be a 
nighttime emergency shelter 
but would really be what we 
call a housing resource center 
that would operate 24-7. in- 
stead of releasing people dur- 
ing the daytime and having no 
place to go.” 

The new emergency shel- 
ter, Yazwinski said, would 
include 75 beds, a number 
that could increase based on 
demand. The shelter now has 
105 beds, he said, though as 
many as 145 people spend the 
night there during the winter. 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy, whose district in- 
cludes Broad Street and the 
surrounding area, said all 
stakeholders will benefit from 
the proposal. | 

“The entire project on 
Broad Street, when it finally 
comes to fruition, is going 
to benefit all and it’s going 
to benefit Fr.

“I still feel as though 
we lack a long-term capital 
plan,” Palmucci said. “Our 
infrastructure needs are well- 
known, yet their costs-are not 
planned for in a document.” 

The current police station 
was built in 1925 and reno- 


vated in the 1980s. Police —- 


Chief Paul Keenan in the 
spring told councillors that 
the building is not handicap 
accessible and its elevator is 
unreliable, has an HVAC sys- 
tem that cannot properly heat 
or cool the building, and has 
a leaking roof, among other 
issues. 

The firehouse on Quincy 
Avenue was built in 1936. 
Todd Costa, an architect with

which to operate. 

The city had considered 
moving the Health, Inspec- 
tional Services and Veterans 
Services Departments to the 
new public safety headquar- 
ters.

Christmas Toys --- Christ- 
mas toys were popular in 


‘Victorian times. Hundreds 


of different family card and 
board games were manu- 
factured and sold. Today 
they are collectible as com- 
plete games or parts. The 
box decorated with an at- 
tractive Christmas picture 
of Santa and snow scenes 
can be propped on a shelf. 
The board for the game can 
be framed or hung with re- 
movable hooks. The play- 
ing cards often picturing 
children, Christmas char- 
acters or decorations can 
be displayed in groups or 
slid under the protective 
glass top on a table. Just 
the 19-by-10-inch board of 
“Game of the Visit of San- 
ta Claus” was auctioned 
for $275 by Soulis Auc- 
tions recently. The game 
was made by McLoughlin 
Brothers in 1897.

Q: We have a wooden 
board that is 8 by 9 by 1 
1/2-inch thick. In the cen- 
ter is a 7 1/2-inch round 
elaborately carved design 
that is 1 inch deep. The 
design looks like some 
sort of house with a figure 
on each side surrounded 
by falling leaves. The bot- 
tom and the border have 
repeating crescent pat- 
terns and the inner rim 
is fluted. We would like to 
know what this was used 
for. 

A: Your mold probably was 
made for lebkuchen, a soft 
ginger honey cake popular 
in Germany for centuries 
at Christmas. Lebkuchen 
dates back to 14th-centu- 
ry Germany. The earliest 
was made in monasteries,

where, long before sugar, 
bakers kneaded flour and 
eggs with honey from lo- 
cal beekeepers. That gave 
lebkuchen its unique flavor 
and acted as a preservative. 
The dough was claylike 
and pressed into wooden 
molds that were delicately 
carved with pictures that 
told the stories of Christ- 
mas and the saints, like 
St. Nicholas. When trade 
routes opened, spices were 
added to the dough, mak- 
ing it more like it is today. 
Lebkuchen is still made 
around the holidays, and 
molds and recipes can be 
found online. Your mold 
is probably from the 19th 
century, and if clean, there 
is no reason why it couldn’t 
still be used.
